BYELAWS FOR REGULATION OF BIRTHS & DEATHS 

8RO 231, dated 18th June 1960. — The following amendments in the byelaws 
for registration of Births and Deaths in Kanpur Cantonment framed by the 
Cantonment Board, Kanpur in exercise of powers conferred by clause (1) of sec- 
tion 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) and published 
with Municipal Department Notification No. 1310/XI-20.C, dated the 13th June 
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1926, are hereby published for general information, the same having been pre- 
viously published, approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required 
under sub-section (11 of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

“(i) In byelaw 3 in clause (a) after the word “sex”, the words "and Nation- 
ality” shall be Inserted”. 

(U) After byelaw 4 the following shall be Inserted as byelaws 4(A), 4(B) 
and 4(C), namely: — 

“4(A) — In the case of deaths of foreigners (aliens and non-Indians) a 
report containing the following information shall be immediately 
submitted by the Cantonment Board to the Registrar General, 
Births, Deaths and Marriages, Uttar Pradesh Government namely: — 

“1, Name of the deceased— Mr. /Mrs. /Miss. 

.2. Approximate age 

3. Profession 

4. Place and date of birth 

8 . Cause of death 

6. Dependants or relations/friends, if any 

7. Address of any relatives in the country of the deceased, if known 

to the Cantonment Board.” 

4(B)— Two separate registers shall be kept by the Cantonment Executive 
Officer in which the aforesaid particulars regarding births or deaths 
shall be duly entered within 24 hours of receipt of the Information, 

4(C) — The entries in the registers shall be open to inspection by any in- 
habitant of the Cantonment and on an application from a person 
interested in any entry, the Executive Officer shall grant him a 
certified copy thereof on payment of Re. 1/-. All fees received 
under this byelaw shall be credited to the Kanpur Cantonment 
fund.”
